We invested a record £27.9 million 
into our buildings, facilities and IT 
equipment, and secured funding to 
invest £100 million over the course 
of three years. Read more about the 
improvements we have made on page 
four of this pull out. 

During 2017-18, a national report 
showed our Hip Fracture Unit provides 
patients with some of the best care 
in the country. The results show that 
we have the lowest mortality rates in 
London and are one of three hospitals 
with the lowest mortality in the country 
(out of 177 hospitals). 
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A message from our 

Chief Executive and Chairman 


It has been a very challenging but 
exciting year for our hospitals, 
and one which we believe will be 
remembered as a landmark period 
in securing a long term sustainable 
future for our hospitals and the 
services we provide. That’s because 
- on top of the incredibly busy day 
job - we launched a huge piece 
of involvement work known as 
Epsom and St Helier 2020-2030. 

This work, which began in July with 
the publication of ‘Providing high 
quality healthcare services 2020 to 
2030’, built on engagement work 
launched in 2015, and saw more 
than 25,000 local people and staff 
actively engage with the project. 

We attended over 47 local meetings 
and events where we met more 
than 2,000 people, held 31 drop- 
in sessions and meetings at our 
hospitals, and our staff volunteered 
their time to deliver thousands 
of leaflets locally. At the time of 
writing, more than 93,000 people 
have watched our video about it. 



The main aim of this involvement 
work was to make a case for creating 
a £400 million specialist facility for 
acutely sick patients where majors 
A&E, critical care, emergency and 
trauma surgery, inpatient beds 
for children, births, and complex 
emergency surgery would be 
delivered on one site. Doing so would 
mean that our acute clinical staff are 
concentrated in one place, enabling 
us to meet and exceed more care 
standards, fill rotas more effectively 
and provide care in buildings which 
we believe local people and our staff 
deserve. We have already seen how 
bringing together services in this 
way can benefit our patients, and 
our high performing hip fracture unit 
(which featured on the front page) is 
a fantastic example of that. 


Of course, while that significant 
strategic work was carried out, our 
staff remained absolutely focussed 
on providing high quality care to 
our patients - and that was no small 
task this year. Like many other NHS 
trusts across the country, we saw a 
significant increase in the number of 
very sick people who needed expert 
care in life-threatening or emergency 
situations. Over a very long winter 
period (from November to March) 
we saw an almost 20% increase 
in patients requiring majors A&E 
(where we treat serious conditions 
such as chest pains, stomach pains 
or pregnancy problems) and in 
resuscitation (where immediate life¬ 
saving care is needed). This surge in 
demand across our most specialised 
and acute areas had a significant 
impact on the way we operated 
throughout the year, and had 
implications for staff and services 
across the Trust. 

However, with team work, planning, 
and the support of our colleagues 
in primary and social care, we were 
able to keep our hospitals running 
smoothly and maintain our focus on 
providing compassionate care. In 
total, we provided care to people on 
904,098 occasions - that’s 2,476 
appointments, A&E attendances and 
procedures every day. This figure 
incorporates 167,190 people who 
came to our A&E departments and 
4,771 births. 

In order to keep up with the 
increasing demand on our most 
acute services, we had to keep a 
firm focus on the recruitment of 
permanent staff and we are delighted 
to say that, at the end of the financial 
year, we had 100 more clinical staff 
working on the front line than we did 
the previous year (and 300 more 
than this time in 2015). 

We would like to take this opportunity 
to thank all of our staff and 
volunteers for their hard work. 
2017-18 was an incredibly busy year 
for the health service, but the hard 
work of our staff ensured we could 
keep our hospitals running smoothly.

We were consistently in the top 20% of trusts for delivering the A&E 
standard, with 93.15% of patients being seen and cared for within four 
hours. 

We have maintained our performance against cancer standards, ensuring 
those with suspected or confirmed cancers receive the care that they need 
quickly.

A family-run Tadworth business 
was left “horrified” after a huge oil 
spill in a builder’s yard forced them 
to move out - costing thousands of 
pounds. 

The alleged fly-tip, dumped in the 
driveway of what was formerly Spar- 
rowhawk’s yard, also forced emer¬ 
gency roadworks to be undertaken in 
Epsom Lane North on July 11. 

Farm Fencing Ltd in Ashurst 
Road, which is temporarily rent¬ 
ing the yard, cannot work out of the 
premises due to the major hazard. 

Marketing and store manager Jes¬ 
sica Rea Connelly said: “I was hor¬ 
rified that people do this, especially 
because of the damage the chemicals 
can cause. 

“There is wildlife, there are houses 
next door, and it’s all highly flamma¬ 
ble. It’s terrible for the wildlife and 
the people that live around the area. 

“We won’t be able to get in or out, it 
would put staff members at risk and 
we are not willing to do that.” 

She and her colleagues discovered 
what happened when workers went 
to the yard on the morning of July 10 
this week, finding police officers on 
the scene. 

Images published online show a 
huge trail of the spillage across a 
path, leading up to what appears to 
be an overturned green garbage bin. 

There are also several buckets 
and containers seen discarded into 
a small area near to some gates, con¬ 
taining potentially “dangerous sub¬ 
stances”. 

In a post Farm Fencing Ltd said: 
“You might be wondering as to why 
part of the switch back is closed off? 

“Some scumbags decided to fly-tip, 
not only a huge drum of oil, but a 


large amount of corrosive substanc¬ 
es right next to Sparrow Hawk’s 
yard. 

“What’s happening around here?” 

One user commented: “That is so 
awful. Words fail me”, while another 
said: “shocking”. 

At this stage, it’s unclear who 
dumped the oil drum, possibly “con¬ 
taminating the whole area, in the 
driveway of the builder’s yard. 

Ms Connelly added: “It’s hard to 
think this happened in broad day¬ 
light. They must have waited until 
we [Farm Fencing] closed, knowing 
there would be nobody there. 

“But surely someone would have 
heard something.” 

A Surrey County Council spokes¬ 
man said traffic delays, in Epsom 
Lane North, are expected until July 
13 while the road is resurfaced due to 
the oil spillage.

Gender pay gap

A move to reduce the gender 
pay gap within Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council was blocked after 
a heated debate over women 
in work. 

Labour’s Cllr Robert Evans 
put forward a motion to full 
council on Tuesday for more 
measures and solutions to ad¬ 
dressing the 14.7 per cent pay 
gap between male and female 
council workers. 

“Unequal pay is often the 
result of unequal opportuni¬ 
ties, and as employees, Sur¬ 
rey must play its part to try 
and find a solution,” Cllr Ev¬ 
ans said. 

He wanted SCC to “adopt 
measures that will attempt to 
address this differential gap 
in the future”. 

His calls were backed by 
Cllr Jonathan Essex who 
said: “This motion calls to 
address the pay gap in the 
future and highlight there is 
still an opportunity for the 
future.” 



He said it was about ad¬ 
dressing the reality that 
there was “lower pay for 
those employed in some ar¬ 
eas than others such as the 
three c’s - care, cleaning and 
catering” and that the coun¬ 
cil should recognise these are 
“just as vital roles” as others 
in society. 

Often carried out by wom¬ 
en, he argued if there was 
more value placed on these 
roles then that may reduce 
the gender pay gap. 

He said: “Why should the 
head and the hand always 
seem to pay more than the 
heart? Why are the caring 
professionals undervalued 
not just by this council but by 
the rest of the society?” 


Equal pay relates to men 
and women receiving equal 
pay for equal work. 

The gender pay gap is the 
difference between the aver¬ 
age pay of all men and all 
women working for an or¬ 
ganisation. 

All employees of more 
than 250 people must reveal 
their gender pay gaps. Other 
companies in Surrey aver¬ 
aged at 17.7% with SCC’s gap 
being 14.7%. 

Cllr Evans said he was 
not suggesting people in the 
council were being paid less 
because they are women, but 
that the opportunities for 
women were different. 

He added: “The whole prin¬ 
ciple of this is that the aver¬ 
age pay of women is lower 
because the jobs that they are 
allocated or able to apply for 
are the lower paid ones.” 

His comments were met 
with jeers from the council 
chamber and council leader 
David Hodge replying: “It’s 
absolutely clear women and 
men can apply for any job at 
Surrey County Council. We 
do not differentiate between 
male and female.”

Year on: New plea 
to catch sex attacker

A year ago this week, July 
10, a 15-year-old school girl 
was pushed her off her bike 
along the Hogsmill River es¬ 
tate and sexually assaulted. 

A month later on August 
17 a 10-year-old girl managed 
to fight back and escape from 
a sex attacker who assaulted 
her as she walked in a wood¬ 
ed area in Claygate. 

Police linked the two at¬ 
tacks to the same person. 

But to this day the at¬ 
tacker has not been 
caught. 

Surrey Police are now re¬ 
appealing for information 
and assuring the public that 
they are still on the hunt for 
the man. 

“Detectives are still inves¬ 
tigating these serious crimes 
and are determined to identi¬ 
fy the man in the CCTV foot¬ 
age,” a police spokeswoman 
said. 

“We have DNA of this man 


so can easily eliminate any 
names or information given 
to us.” 

Police released an efit of 
the man who attacked both 
girls and is described as an 
Asian male of 30 to 40 years 
old, 6ft lin tall with a stocky 
build. 

At the time of the attacks, 
officers released CCTV foot¬ 
age of the man on the day of 
the second attack. 

The suspect is seen walk¬ 
ing along Stevens’ Lane, he 
then runs into Hill View 
Road (the entrance to Ruxley 
Heights private estate), and 
Berkeley Gardens, Claygate. 

His last known direction 
of travel was along Stevens’ 
Lane heading north towards 
the junction of Woodstock 
Lane and Chessington. 

The man is also cap¬ 
tured on CCTV in different 
clothing while in the same 
area. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion is asked to call Surrey 
Police on 101 quoting ref¬

A man has been left with a 
fractured leg after a fight 
broke out in an Epsom pub. 

Between lam and 1.30am 
on Sunday the victim, a man 
in his 20s, was with a group 
of people in the Boogie 
Lounge Bar when an fight 
occurred with another man, 
leaving the victim with a 
fractured leg. 

The suspect is described as 
a white man, in his late 20’s, 
approximately 5 ft 10 inches 
tall, wearing a blue top which 
had been ripped off, and dark 
hair. 

Detective Constable Andy 
Robinson, who is investigat¬ 
ing the incident said: “This 
assault has left the victim 
with a double fracture to his 
leg. We are keen to speak 
with anyone who witnessed 
the fight, or anyone who 
knows the suspect.”

Moped arrests 

Two arrests have been made 
following a string of moped 
related crimes that occurred 
in Epsom on Sunday and 
Monday 

Surrey Police are investi¬ 
gating a number of offences, 
including public order, rob¬ 
bery and theft of a moped, 
believed to have involved mo¬ 
ped riders. 

These incidents occurred 
between 6pm on Sunday 
(July 8) and 7am yesterday 
(July 9) in London Road, Mid¬ 
dleton Road, Winters Close 
and Bradstock Road. 

Epsom and Ewell Neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector Joe 
Easterbrook said: “We un¬ 
derstand that crimes involv¬ 
ing moped riders will cause 
alarm, considering the media 
attention such incidents have 
gained in recent months, as 
well as the direct impact it 
has on our communities.” 

Two 15-year-olds have been 
arrested on suspicion of theft 
of a moped, public order and 
robbery, and have been re¬ 
leased on bail.

The latest in a long line of 
road closures will soon hit 
the Playhouse junction. 

For five days starting on 
July 16, the roads from Ash¬ 
ley Avenue to South Street 
will close to the public from 
8pm to 6am. 

The roadworks are part of 
the Epsom ‘Plan E’ Highway 
Improvements, following the 
council being awarded £2.7m 
from the Coast to Capital Lo¬ 
cal Enterprise Partnership 
(LEP) to change the road 
layout in the town centre to 
help reduce congestion and 
improve its appearance. 

In a statement put out by 
Surrey County Council, it 
acknowledge there may be 
some disruption during the 
works. “The temporary pe¬ 
destrian crossing in place for 
the Derby weekend was only 
possible as works at the junc¬ 
tion were put on hold,” the 
statement read. 

“Works at the junction 
have restarted. It is not pos¬ 
sible provide a pedestrian 
crossing during the rebuild 


of traffic islands at this loca¬ 
tion. 

“With town centre works 
like these there will be some 
disruption to pedestrians and 
road users. 

“We are trying to keep this 


to a minimum and ensure 
safety for both construction 
workers and the public. 

“However, it is acknowl¬ 
edged that the alternative 
route to access certain prop¬ 
erties in South Street is long¬ 


er for some people. But safe 
road crossing alternatives 
are available. Although, not 
always on the desired route.” 

Additional signs have now 
been added in the Market 
Place to help direct pedestri¬ 


ans to the other route. 

“We apologise for the de¬ 
lays caused,” the council add¬ 
ed. “Please continue to use 
the alternative pedestrian 
route whilst these works take 
place.”

Labour of love after 25 years in business

Bylaws planned to protect customers

Tighter regulations are set to 
be imposed on tattoo artists 
and cosmetic surgeries in 
Mole Valley in a bid to mini¬ 
mise risk of infection to cus¬ 
tomers. 

Councillors at Mole Valley 
District Council will be asked 
to back the plans at its coun¬ 
cil meeting on Tuesday, July 
10 . 

As a matter of urgent busi¬ 
ness, it is being recommend¬ 
ed the council adopts the 
by-laws regulating cosmetic 
piercing, semi-permanent 
skin colouring, acupuncture, 
tattooing, electrolysis and 
ear piercing within the bor¬ 
ough. 

Papers to go to the full 
council meeting state: “It is 
important that this industry 
is effectively regulated due to 
the risks associated with the 
treatments being offered. 


“There is the potential risk 
of transmission of blood 
borne viruses (BBV) such as 
Hepatitis B and C and HIV, as 
well as other infections, and 
potential physical damage 
and bleeding if the treatment 
is completed incorrectly. 

“The recommendations 
will ensure the greater pro¬ 
tection to those undergoing 
these treatments by ensur¬ 
ing that businesses providing 
any of the above mentioned 
treatments operate hygieni- 
cally and in a manner which 
will minimise the risk of in¬ 
fection to their customers.” 

The Local Government Act 
2003 amended the 1982 Act 
to include body piercing and 
semi-permanent skin colour¬ 
ing, but earlier by-laws cover¬ 
ing acupuncture, tattooing, 
electrolysis and ear piercing 
were not updated. 

Beauticians and artists 
offering these services may 
now be charged £75 to regis¬ 
ter their premises and £58 for 
personal registration. 

Registration will be a one-

off requirement unless they 
move premises. 

Regulations will also ex¬ 
tend to those providing the 
treatment in their homes. 

If councillors agree on 
Tuesday to adopt the by-laws, 
the council will then need to 
advertise the changes and 
submit them to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Health to be 
signed off.

Fire-lighting activities at a First 
World War centenary event have 
been cancelled due to the hot dry 
weather. 

The Woodland Trust is hosting 
a family event at Langley Vale 
Wood on Saturday July 21, where 
visitors can learn about life in 
the First World War. 

Fire-lighting was initially ad¬ 
vertised on their website and 
leaflets as part of the survival 
skill learning, but the Trust has 


since changed the event descrip¬ 
tion. 

PR and Content Manager Andy 
Bond said: “I can confirm that 
there will be no fire-lighting at 
the First World War event. 

“It was originally going to be 
part of bushcraft activities, but 
we have cancelled it due to the 
extremely dry weather and the 
heat wave. 

“There are lots of other ac¬ 
tivities though - including the 
chance to explore a field hospital, 
find out what troops were fed on 
the front line and have a go at in¬ 
fantry training. 

“People will also be able to 
enjoy crafts, apple press, family 


games, food stalls and a picnic 
area.” 

This news comes on the same 
day that Surrey Fire and Rescue 
Service released a safety warn¬ 
ing, after a series of fires break¬ 
ing out in recent weeks due to 
bonfires, barbecues and ciga¬ 
rettes. 

The service added that there 
is an increased risk of fire when 
the weather is hot and dry 

The Woodland Trust has 
named the 640 acres of hills and 
fields near Epsom ‘England’s 
Centenary Wood’, where they 
hope to plant 200,000 native trees.

Savings target of £250m 
over the next three years

Concerns over how Surrey County 
Council is to meet savings targets of 
£250m over the next three years with¬ 
out a finance director in post have been 
raised. 

Sheila Little left on Friday July 6, 
with councillors being given just 24 
hours notice she would be leaving. 

Speaking at the Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil (SCC) full council meeting on Tues¬ 
day, July 10, Councillor Robert Evans 
said all members received an email in¬ 
forming them of her departure just the 
day before she left. 

Ms Little resigned and an interim 
finance director is in place as it could 
take up to six months to find a replace¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Andrew Povey said her depar¬ 
ture should be seen as a “warning” for 
the council and the financial problems 
it was facing. 

He said the council’s budget prob¬ 
lems were like a “white elephant” in the 
room no-one was talking about. 

He said: “The county council does not 
have sustainable budgets. Since 2016 we 
have been trying to avoid the issue. 

“I am concerned. I have been in busi¬ 
ness for 30 years and one thing in busi¬ 
ness you learn over everything else is 
that you follow the money 

“You take it to bed with you. You take 
the medium term financial strategy to 
bed with you to read again and again. 

“Those that don’t end up like Ca- 
rillion or Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

“I said before that some red lights 
have been flashing that should be warn¬ 
ing members of what’s happening. 


“We’ve just had another one. A fi¬ 
nance director leaving at short notice 
is another warning that you need to 
take account of.” 

He asked how the millions of 
pounds of savings, previously report¬ 
ed as £250 million in the next three 
years, will be met. 

Cllr David Hodge said: “Like all em¬ 
ployees, if an employee decides I’d like 
to leave there are certain times when 
it’s best for that person to move on. 

“In this case, the director of finance 
felt it was right that someone else was 
here to take over and work with us on 
the transformation plan.” 

He said an ex-senior finance direc¬ 
tor will be coming in to “help sort it 
out”. 

Under section 151 of the Local 
Government Act 1972, the council is 
required to nominate an officer to be 
responsible for the proper administra¬ 
tion of its financial affairs. 

It could take up to six months to 
get a new director in post. As a short¬ 
term plan councillors agreed at the 
full council meeting on Tuesday to ap¬ 
point Kevin Kilburn, currently depu¬ 
ty chief finance officer, to the interim 
post. 

A second report is due back to full 
council in October with details of a 
longer-term plan. 

A SCC spokesman said: “We’ve em¬ 
barked upon a comprehensive trans¬ 
formation programme to deliver the 
best outcomes for our residents and 
this is requiring a new approach 
across the county council. 

“Sheila Little has decided that this 
is a good time for her to pursue other 
opportunities and we wish her well 
with these. 

“We’ll be recruiting to the post 
of director of finance as soon as 
possible.”

I would like to take this opportunity to 
thank all of the incredible health and 
social care staff who live and work in 
Merton. 

Our dedicated and committed workforce, 
and the volunteers and members of the 
public who support us, all contribute to 
making our NHS an amazing institution, 
which we are proud to celebrate this 
month. 

Across Merton and the capital, front line 
clinicians and social care professionals 
work alongside support teams in hospitals, 
GP practices and in the community to care 
for local residents, working tirelessly to 
support patients and improve the health 
and wellbeing of people living in our 
borough, each and every day. 

Over the past few weeks, I have met 
people who can recall the days before the 
NHS was created, and I have been reminded 
of what healthcare was like 70 years ago.

For example, a social prescribing pilot 
we have been running with Wide Way and 
Tamworth House GP practices, with the 
support of the London Borough of Merton 
and Merton Voluntary Services Council, 
has showed an increase in health gains 
reported by patients and a reduction in GP 
visits.

Getting the most out of your test drive 



Buying a new car is a big deal 
and a test drive is an important 
part of the buying process. A test 
drive can tell you things about the 
car that no research or salesman 
will. How you feel driving the car 
can be the trigger to you signing 
on that dotted line. So make sure 
you get the most out of it with a 
little bit of planning. Here's what 
you should consider. 

Spend time on your test drive 
Ask if you can have the car for the 
day or the evening: they can only 
say no. If the answer is negative, 
try and at least get a few hours 
with the vehicle and try and 
ensure that for some of that time, 
the sales person leaves you alone. 
Bring your family or your partner 
After all, they'll have to live with the 
car too and they'll bring a useful 


extra perspective. Getting some 
feedback from the perspective of 
a passenger can be really handy. 
Get them to sit in the back to test 
out legroom and general space. 
Get a thorough rundown of the 
controls before you set off 
Don't be too proud to do this. 
You're not going to be able to

Choose a varied driving route 

You're not going to learn much 
about the car if all you do is shoot 
up and down the local dual 
carriageway.

Get someone else to drive at 
some point 

There are things about the car 
you'll discover from the passenger 
seat that you'll never know if you 
constantly stay behind the wheel. 
Ask questions 
Don't worry about sounding 
stupid. More often that not, some 
of the things you don't like might 
be unique to the spec of the 
car you're driving, especially 
if you're buying a brand new 
model. Dealerships can't run 
demonstrators of every spec in 
a particular model range and it 
might be that a different engine, 
transmission or specification 
choice would solve your irritations. 


Always drive at least two 
comparable cars from different 
brands preferably on the same 
day or over the same weekend. 

Never buy there and then 

At the end of the test drive, always 
walk away and think it through. Is 
there a coffee shop nearby? Take 
some time and talk it over with 
anyone else involved. 


Don't feel you have to buy from the 
dealer that gave you the test drive. 
Just because you like the car, it 
doesn't mean you have to buy 
it from that dealer. All they've 
earned from giving you the test 
drive is first shot at quoting you on 
the sale. Don't feel obligated to 
take it further.

INCREDIBLES 2 (PG): The odds of 
a lightning strike on the same spot 
14 years apart are astronomical, so 
perhaps we shouldn’t be surprised 
that the long-awaited sequel to Disney 
Pixar’s masterpiece falls tantalisingly 
short of the genius of its predecessor.

Brad Bird’s sequel is effortlessly 
entertaining and when the script hits its 
mark, guffaws come thick and fast but 
memories of the flawless original film 
temper enthusiasm for this return to 
dysfunctional super-powered family life. 
THE SECRET OF MARROWBONE (15): 
Screenwriter Sergio G. Sanchez, who 
penned the script to the 2007 Span¬ 
ish horror The Orphanage, makes his 
directorial debut more than a decade 
later with a supernatural period thriller, 
which delights in confounding expecta¬ 
tions. The first-time filmmaker conjures 


a couple of decent scares, aided and 
abetted by Xavi Gimenez’s atmospheric 
cinematography, which revels in the 
shifting shadows and light of a creaking 
family homestead in a coastal American 
town. Sanchez delivers one deceptively 
satisfying twist and he elicits strong per¬ 
formances from a predominantly young 
British cast, who react instinctively to 
every whisper of wind or ominous groan 
of an attic floorboard. For all its impec¬ 
cable style and directorial restraint, the 
film is haunted by the spectre of missed 
opportunities. Some of the characters 
feel undernourished and the writer-di¬ 
rector’s ambition occasionally exceeds 
his grasp including a frenetic resolution, 
which feels muddled after an assured 
and disturbing narrative set-up. 

THE FIRST PURGE (15): Five years 
ago, before the possibility of Donald 
Trump as US president was a pungent 
whiff in the air, writer-director James 
DeMonaco terrified cinema audiences 
with The Purge. His bloodthirsty horror 
thriller unfolded on the one night when 
citizens of America are permitted to 
arm themselves with knives and guns 
to kill anyone they choose without fear 
of legal reprisals. Gerard McMurray 
replaces DeMonaco in the director’s 
chair for a redundant and predictable 
prequel, which traces the origins of the 
carnage to a sociological experiment in 
one borough of New York City. The First 
Purge doesn’t advance the franchise’s 
narrative other than to pin the blame for 
the slaughter on one female behavioural 
scientist (Marisa Tomei). The script 
makes familiar arguments about race 
and class divisions while it aims barbs 


squarely at the rampant fearmongering 
of the current US administration. The 
first cut is supposedly the deepest but 
McMurray’s origin story barely leaves a 
scratch. 

UNCLE DREW (12A): In 2012, profes¬ 
sional basketball player Kyrie Irving 
aged five decades with the help of 
latex, stage make-up and a white wig to 
portray street smart Uncle Drew in a TV 
commercial for a sugar-free soft drink. 
The wise-cracking old coot makes his 
big screen debut in a feature- 
length sports comedy directed by 
Charles Stone III, which dunks almost 
as many punchlines as it misses in 
a haphazard script penned by Jay 
Longino. The film employs a familiar 
structure - fearless underdogs put their 
hearts on the line in pursuit of glory - to 
expand on the cross-generational bond¬ 
ing of the small screen advertisements, 
replete with brazen product placement. 
When Uncle Drew stumbles, the results 
are painful but the sincerity of Irving’s 
performance coupled with colourful 
supporting turns from fellow sport stars 
including Shaquille O’Neal secures 
Stone’s uneven picture a narrow victory 
against tedium. Some of the out-takes, 
which play over the end credits, should 
have been left on the cutting room floor. 
WHITNEY (15): Staccato bursts of the 
rousing anthem I Wanna Dance With 
Somebody open Kevin Macdonald’s 
revealing documentary, which arrives 
one year after Nick Broomfield and Rudi 
Dolezal’s poignant film Whitney: Can 
I Be Me. This heart-breaking portrait 
of doomed musical genius is the only 
account of Houston’s life and career 


officially supported by her estate and 
includes original studio recordings and 
never-before-seen footage alongside 
live performances recorded by the late 
singer. 

What sets apart this meticulous sift 
through family albums is the sugges¬ 
tion that Houston’s downfall may have 
been precipitated by child abuse when 


she was growing up. In one of the film’s 
most eye-opening sections, friends and 
family members go as far as to name 
the person they believe was responsi¬ 
ble for shattering Houston’s childhood 
innocence. The world will continue to 
dance with somebody at the late singer’s 
behest. Her vocals soar to dizzying 
heights and Macdonald’s upsetting film

1) Martisor Pinot Grigio 2017, Romania 
(£5.49, Waitrose): Pinot grigio is argu¬ 
ably northern Italy’s most famous white 
grape. But if you’re after something in¬ 
expensive and nice, it’s worth looking 
further east, where Romanians celebrate 
Martisor, the coming of spring. Light and 
crisp, with scents of green apples and a 
lively tempo of lemon and lime. 

2) Wm Morrison Albarino, 2015, Rias 
Baixas, Spain (£8, Morrisons): In the 
past few years, albarino has climbed to 
the A-list of Spanish wines, and Galicia, in 
north-eastern Spain, is the prime location 
for these lively whites, which boast floral 
aromas, vibrant fruit and zippy acidity. Try 
this crisp, citrusy style that’s competitively 
priced for a such trendy grape. 


3) Costa Fresca Sauvignon Blanc 
2017, San Antonio, Chile (currently 
reduced to £7 from £9 until April 2, 
Marks & Spencer, in-store only): A lit¬ 
tle cracker from Chile that’s pungent and 
punchy, with grassy, nettly aromas and a 
deliciously fresh and tangy mouthfeel. 
With lemon, lime and grapefruit flavours, 
loads of zestiness and steely mineral- 
ity, this is a brilliant buy — especially if 
you snap it up while it’s still on special 
offer. 

4) Von Rheinhessen Pinot Blanc 2016, 
Rheinhessen, Germany (£8, Tesco). 

Germany’s largest wine region may be 
famous for its riesling, but this dry, apple- 
scented pinot blanc has enough floral, 
fruity freshness, with hints of pears and 
a delicate grapey character that lifts the 
finish. 

5) Drakenskloof Chenin Blanc 2016, 
Western Cape South Africa (£8.99, 
Laithwaites.co.uk): A joy to drink and 
the perfect balance of freshness and 
fruitiness, this is a rich tropical fruit bas¬ 
ket of pear, peach, melon and guava, 
with a lovely intensity on the nose which 
follows in sync on the palate.

ARREARS ROWN 


The housing market may have seen some 
depressing figures of late but there’s good 
news about mortgage arrears-they’re at their 
lowest ever. 

Data released by UK Finance shows that in 
the first quarter of 2018 there were 78,800 
homeowner mortgages in arrears of 2.5 per 
cent or more of the outstanding balance. 

That’s eight per cent fewer than in the same 
quarter of the previous year and the lowest 
level since records began in 1994. 

Within the total, there were 24,100 
homeowner mortgages with more significant 
arrears - that’s 10 per cent or more of the 
outstanding balance - but even this was three 
per cent down on the same quarter of the 
previous year. There were 4,500 buy to let 
mortgages in arrears of 2.5 per cent or more; 
this was some six per cent fewer than in the 
same quarter of the previous year. Of these, 
some 1,100 landlords had more significant 
arrears of 10 per cent plus. 

Only 1,200 homeowner mortgaged 


properties were taken into possession in the 
first quarter of 2018 -this is unchanged from 
the same quarter of the previous year. 

“The number of mortgages in arrears is 
at its lowest level since records began while 
possessions remain at a historic low. This 
has been helped by low interest rates and 
lenders supporting borrowers through periods 
of temporary financial difficulty wherever 
possible” explains Jackie Bennett, director of 
mortgages at UK Finance. 

“However, the recent change to Support for 
Mortgage Interest from a benefit to a loan, as 
well as potential pressure on households from 
a future base rate rise, risk causing a reversal 
of this trend as the year goes on” she cautions. 

“Only a small minority of those eligible for 
the SMI loan have taken it up so far. Lenders 
will proactively help borrowers in receipt of 
Support for Mortgage Interest to see if there 
are other ways to make up their payments if 
they do not want to take out the loan” Bennett 
adds.

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SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL 
AMENDMENTS TO WAITING AND 
LOADING RESTRICTIONS 
AND ON-STREET PARKING PLACES IN 
THE BOROUGH OF EPSOM AND EWELL 
SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL PROPOSE TO MAKE 
certain amendments to the waiting and parking restrictions 
in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell under the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984 (“the Act”):- 

1. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom 
and Ewell) (Amendment of Waiting Loading and Unloading 
Prohibition and On-Street Parking Places Orders) 
(Amendment No. 1) Order 201- the purpose and effect of 
which is to:- 

(1) Amend “The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in 
Epsom and Ewell) (Revocation and Consolidation of 
Waiting, Loading and Unloading Prohibition and 
Restriction) Order 2018” under Sections 1(1), 2(1) to (3) 
and 4(2) of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act so as to:- 

(a) prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the 
roads specified in Schedule 1 to this Notice, during the 
times and on the days specified in the said Schedule; 

(b) provide that the usual exemptions, for loading and 
unloading vehicles, boarding and alighting from vehicles, 
for works on or adjoining the lengths of roads referred to 
in the said schedule, the maintenance of those roads and 
the services in them and for disabled persons vehicles in 
accordance with the Blue Badge Scheme would apply to 
all the aforementioned lengths of roads; 

(c) prohibit the waiting by vehicles for the purpose of 
loading on and unloading from vehicles in certain lengths 
of the roads specified in Schedule 2 to this Notice, 
subject to the exemptions specified in sub-paragraph (b) 
above, save that the exemption for Blue Badge holders 
will not apply; 

(d) revoke the existing waiting restrictions in certain 
lengths of the roads specified in Part I of Schedule 8 to 
this Notice without replacement. 

(2) Amend “The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in 
Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation of Free Street Parking 
Places and Revocation) Order 2018” under Sections 32, 
35 and 36 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act so 
as to:- 

(a) provide such free on-street parking places in certain 
lengths of the roads specified in Schedule 3 to this 
Notice, to operate at the times and on the days specified 
therein; 

(b) specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the 
free on-street parking places referred to herein shall be 
passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), motor cycles, invalid 
carriages and goods vehicles under 5 tonnes maximum 
gross weight; 

(c) provide that between the permitted hours the period 
during which vehicles may be left and the period during 
which any vehicle may not return to any of the said free 
on-street parking places will be as specified in the said 
Schedule; 

(d) provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons 
may wait in any of the free on-street parking places 
specified herein without time limit at any time; 

(e) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any such 
free on-street parking places in certain circumstances, 
e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 
minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

(f) provide that in the case of any of such free on-street 
parking places, outside the hours of operation indicated 
in the said schedule any vehicle may be left in any of 
those free on-street parking places for any period without 
time limit. 

(3) Amend “The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in 
Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation and Revocation of Free 
Street Parking Places) (Disabled Persons) Order 2018” 
under Sections 32, 35 and 36 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 
to the Act so as to:- 

(a) provide a disabled persons’ free on-street parking 
places in certain lengths of the roads specified in 
Schedule 4 to this Notice to operate at the times and on 
the days specified therein; 

(b) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in certain 
circumstances e.g. to allow persons to board or alight 
(maximum 2 minutes) to load or unload (20 minutes), etc; 

(c) revoke the existing disabled persons’ free on-street 
parking places in the length of road specified in Part II of 
Schedule 8 to this Notice without replacement. 

(4) Amend “The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in 
Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation of Free On-Street 
Loading Bays and Free On-Street Goods Vehicle Loading 
Bays) Order 2018” under Sections 32, 35, and 36 and Part 
IV of Schedule 9 to the Act so as to:- 

(a) provide a goods’ vehicles loading bay in lengths of 
roads specified in Schedule 5 to this Notice to operate at 
the times and on the days specified therein; 

(b) provide that the usual exemptions e.g. Emergency 
vehicles, using vehicles for works on or adjoining those 
lengths of roads, the maintenance of those roads and the 
services in them would apply to the aforementioned 
loading bays referred to above (N.B. the usual exemptions 
for blue badge holders shall not apply to this restriction). 

(5) Amend “The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in 
Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation and Revocation of 
Prohibition of Stopping Outside Schools) Order 2018” 
under Sections 1(1), 2(1) to (3) and 4(2) of and Part IV of 
Schedule 9 to the Act so as to:- 

(a) prohibit the stopping of vehicles outside school in a 
length of road specified in Schedule 6 to this Notice at 
the times indicated in the said Schedule, as indicated by 
zig-zag markings on site; 

(b) the usual exemptions shall apply, namely any person 
causing a vehicle to stop in order to avoid an accident if 
required to do so by law; anything done with the 
permission of a police constable in uniform or in 
accordance with a sign placed by Surrey Police in 
accordance with Section 66 or 67 of the Act; or any 
vehicle which is displaying a valid waiver certificate issued 
by the Council; 

(c) carry out legal drafting amendments to the Order to 
match the existing restrictions on the ground. 

(6) Amend “The Surrey County Council Various Roads in 
the Borough of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of Permit 
Holders Only) Order 2018” under Sections 32, 35, 36, 45, 
46, 49, 51 and 53 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act 
so as to:- 

(a) Impose a system of permit parking in Oakdale Road, 
EWELL by converting this length of road into an on-street 
permit holders’ only parking area with the letter identifier 
“U” which will be in operation from Monday to Friday 
(inclusive) between 09.00hrs and 17.00hrs with the 
following provisions:- 

(i) The residents that may be eligible to apply for parking 
permits will be all residents of Oakdale Road, EWELL and 
property Nos 111 and 113 Chessington Road, EWELL; 

(ii) The vehicles which may be left in the parking place, 
during the hours of operation shall be vehicles displaying 
a valid residents parking permit bearing the identifying 
letter issued by the Borough Council or its agents, or a 


vehicle displaying a valid residents’ visitor’s parking 
permit, carers parking permit or a valid operational 
parking permit; 

(iii) Provide residents’ Parking permits for residents of the 
said properties, which will allow them to park in the said 
on-street permit holders’ only parking place during the 
hours of operation. Such permits, which will be issued by 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Council, will cost £50, for the 
first permit and £75 for any subsequent permit and will be 
valid for a period for twelve months. The charge for a 
duplicate permit or a change of permit due to the change 
of vehicle, will be £15. Permits may also be provided to 
carers who are required to make visits to housebound 
residents at a cost of £10; 

(iv) Provide that such residents parking permits shall be 
allocated using the following calculation: the sum of the 
number of vehicles registered to the place of abode minus 
the number of off-street parking places for such place of 
abode; 

(v) Provide for: (a) residents to purchase permits for use by 
their visitors at a cost of £2 each, which will be valid for 
one day, subject to a limit of 120 per year; and (b) 
Operational Permits, for use by doctors, nurses and 
community care personnel, who are required to make 
visits to residents, which will be free of charge; which will 
allow them to park in the on-street permit holders’ only 
parking place; 

(vi) Provide that: (a) outside the hours of operation 
indicated any vehicle may be left for any period without 
time limit; (b) vehicles left by disabled persons displaying 
a blue badge may wait at all times without time limit; and 

(c) certain other vehicles may wait in certain circumstances 
(e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 
2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc. 

(b) Extend the existing permit holders’ only parking places 
in Adelphi Road, EPSOM, Permit Parking Area “B”, by 
converting a certain length of Adelphi Road into an on¬ 
street permit holders’ only parking place, to operate 
Monday to Sunday (inclusive) between 08.30hrs and 
18.30hrs. The cost and conditions of use will be the same 
as 1(6)(a)(ii), 1 (6)(a)(iii), 1(6)(a)(iv), 1(6)(a)(v) and 1(6)(a)(vi) 
(N.B - no traffic signs relating to Adelphi Road would be 
marked on the ground or provided on site, other than a 
sign at the entry/exit points, save for the existing marked 
bays in Adelphi Road); 

(c) Extend Permit Parking Area “M” to include the entire 
length of Randolph Road, EPSOM and introduce on-street 
permit holders’ only parking places in certain lengths of 
Burgh Heath Road, EPSOM, to operate Monday to 
Saturday (inclusive) between 09.00hrs and 20.00hrs with 
the following provisions:- 

(i) Include all residents of Randolph Road, EPSOM and 
property Nos 1 to 41 (odd numbers only), 31A and Flats 
1 to 11 (inclusive) 25 Burgh Heath Road to be eligible 
for permits; 

(ii) The cost and conditions of use will be the same as 1 (6) 
(a)(ii), 1 (6)(a)(iii), 1(6)(a)(iv), 1(6)(a)(v) and 1(6)(a)(vi); 

(iii) Provide business parking permits for all businesses 
situated in the premises referred to in sub-paragraph 1 (6) 

(c) (i) above, which will allow them to park in the said on¬ 
street permit holders’ only parking place during the hours 
of operation. Such permits, which will be issued by Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council, will cost £150 per permit and 
will be valid for a period of twelve months. The allocation 
for such business permits shall be two business permits 
per business user. The charge for a duplicate permit or a 
change of permit due to the change of vehicle will be £15; 

(iv) (N.B - no traffic signs relating to Randolph Road would 
be marked on the ground or provided on site, other than a 
sign at the entry/exit points. The traffic signs relating to 
the parking places in Burgh Heath Road would be marked 
on the ground.); 

(d) Introduce an on-street permit holders’ only parking 
places in certain lengths of Wheelers Lane, EPSOM, with 
the letter identifier “V” to operate Monday to Friday 
(inclusive) between 09.00hrs and 17.00hrs. The residents 
of property Nos. 2b, 2a, 2 to 56 (even numbers only), 58a, 
74 and 76 Wheelers Lane may be eligible to apply for 
permits. The cost and conditions of use will be the same 
as 1(6)(a)(ii), 1 (6)(a)(iii), 1(6)(a)(iv), 1(6)(a)(v) and 1(6)(a)(vi); 

(e) Extend the hours of operation of the existing permit 
holders’ only parking places in Permit Parking Area “D” 
(Chalk Lane) from Monday to Saturday (inclusive) between 
08.30hrs and 18.30hrs to become Monday to Saturday 
(inclusive) between 08.30hrs and 20.00hrs; 

(f) Impose a system of permit parking in Chartwell Place, 
EPSOM by converting this length of road into an on-street 
permit holders’ only parking place with the letter identifier 
“W” which will be in operation from Monday to Friday 
(inclusive) between 08.15hrs-09.15hrs & 14.30hrs- 
16.00hrs. All residents of Chartwell Place may be eligible 
to apply for permits. The cost and conditions of use will be 
the same as 1(6)(a)(ii), 1(6)(a)(iii), 1(6)(a)(iv), 1(6)(a)(v) and 
1 (6)(a)(vi); 

(g) (N.B - in the on-street permit holders’ only parking 
places referred to above in sub-paragraphs 1(6)(a) and 
1 (6)(f), no traffic signs relating to such parking place would 
be marked on the ground or provided on site, other than a 
sign at the entry/exit points); 

(h) include the following properties to be eligible to apply 
for permits which will allow them to park in the specified 
Permit Parking Area. The cost and conditions of use will 
be the same as 1 (6)(a)(ii), 1(6)(a)(iii), 1(6)(a)(iv), 1(6)(a)(v) and 
1 (6)(a)(vi); 

(i) Permit Parking Area “M”: property Nos. 1A and IB Pitt 
Road, 102 Upper High Street, EPSOM; 

(ii) Permit Parking Area “G”: property Nos. 33A and 33B 
Heathcote Road; 

(iii) Permit Parking Area “T”: property Nos. 39 and 41 
Woodcote Side. 

(7) Make certain drafting amendments to “The Surrey 
County Council Hookfield and Lindsay Close Controlled 
Parking Zone in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell 
(Consolidation of Waiting Restrictions and On-Street 
Parking Places) Order 2018” under Sections 1(1), 2 (1) to 
(3), 4, 32, 35, 36, 45, 46, 49, 51 and 53 and Part IV of 
Schedule 9 to the Act, which will not affect the operation 
of the prohibitions and restrictions on the ground. 

2. The Surrey County Council (Epsom and Ewell 
Prohibition of Verge Parking) Order 2014 (Amendment 
No. 1) Order 201 - under Section 1 (1) 2(1) and (2) and 4(1) of 
the Act. The purpose and effect of which will be to:- 

(1) prohibit verge and footway parking in the lengths of 
roads specified in Schedule 7 to this Notice; 

(2) such exemptions as in sub-paragraph 1(5)(b) shall 
apply. 

3. Where a new restriction is proposed in this Notice, any 
existing restriction on the same lengths of roads shall be 
revoked. 

Copies of the Proposed Orders, together with plans 
showing the lengths of roads to which the Orders relate, a 
Statement of the Council’s reasons for proposing the 
Orders and a Statement of the Council’s guidelines for the

Epsom Library, Ebbisham Centre, No. 6 Derby Squared 
Epsom, KT19 8AG; (iii) Bourne Hall Library, Spring Street, 
Ewell, KT17 1UF; (iv) Stoneleigh Library, No. 1 Stoneleigh 
Broadway, Stoneleigh, KT17 2JA; and (v) Ewell Court 
Library, Ewell Court House, Lakehurst Road, Ewell KT19 
0EB, during normal opening hours. Copies of the Statement 
of Reasons and plans referred to above may also be 
viewed at Reception, Surrey County Council, Hazel House, 
Merrow Lane, Guildford, GU4 7BQ between lO.OOhrs 
and 16.00hrs.

NEW CAR REVIEW: MG GS 
By Jonathan Crouch 

Crossovers now come in all 
shapes and sizes but if you 
want one capable of taking the 
family-something Qashqai-sized 
-then typically, you’re looking at 
having to find around £20,000 
to get it new. If any brand could 
substantially reduce the asking 
fee necessary to get one of these 
kinds of cars in your driveway, 
they’d have a strong proposition 
to offer. Well MG has done just 
that with this GS model, arguably 
its most credible car yet. 

To start with, only one engine 
is on offer here, a 1.5-litre turbo 
petrol unit with 164bhp - a little 
more poke than you might expect 
from a car at this price point, 
especially as the poke comes in 
concert with a useful 250Nm of 
torque. Small to medium caravans 
and trailers of up to 1,750kg in 
weight should be no problem. 

Of course, if you are thinking of 
towing, you’d probably prefer 
it if MG offered a diesel or a 
bigger-capacity petrol alternative. 
Apparently the 1.9-litre diesel 
from the MG6 will fit beneath the 


bonnet - and in other markets, 
there’s a 2.0-litre turbo petrol 
engine option. On these shores 
though for the time being, we’ll 
need to be satisfied with the 1.5. 

You do at least get a choice 
of transmissions - a manual or a 
dual-clutch DCT unit that doesn’t 
decimate your economy figures. 
With the rather long-throw stick 
shift, rest to 62mph takes a 
reasonable 9.6s. You shouldn’t 
be disappointed by the neutral 
forgiving handling and bodyroll 
is well controlled. It is necessary 
though, to work the little motor 
quite vigorously to maintain eager 
forward momentum in the lower 
reaches of the rev range. 

Most will probably think the 
swoopy looks of the GS to be 
quite appealing - which should 
get customers to take interest 
in the showroom. Alloy wheels 
of at least 17-inches in size are 
standard across the range, as 
is a sporty rear spoiler. Inside, a 
few more of MG’s budget origins 
become obvious when it comes to 
the quality of some of the plastics 
used - but hey, look at what 
you’re paying. And check out the 
equipment too. Spec up a rival 


to this level and you’d be paying 
thousands more. 

The GS is quite practical too. 
The boot is bigger than you’d 
get in, say, a Nissan Qashqai, 
though its aperture does narrow 
around the edges. And there’s 


plenty of space for folk in the 
rear, though the level of the floor 
is a little high. From mid-range 
spec, you can adjust the backrest 
angle of the rear seat for greater 
comfort on longer journeys and 
the top ‘Exclusive’ model comes 


with full leather upholstery, which 
certainly lifts the cabin a bit. 

Approach the GS with 
expectations in line with the 
prices being asked and you won’t 
be disappointed by what it offers. 


There’s a package of space, 
equipment and performance 
here that would cost substantially 
more from directly comparable 
Qashqai-sized Crossover rivals. 
Yes, some of these may feel a 
little more polished inside but 
the gulf in quality between these 
brands and MG isn’t what it 
once was. 

In short, here’s a family car 
with a bit of style to it that could 
make a lot of sense for the right 
kind of buyer.

The Trust is now rated as good for being caring and 
responsive and the improvements in the ratings for maternity, critical 
care, surgery at Epsom and Medicine and Paediatric Services at St 
Helier are marked. At the same time, we have also managed to remove 
the five ‘inadequate’ ratings of 2015, meaning that there are no red flags 
on our report. 


Controlling our finances 


Like most other NHS organisations across the country, we faced a significant financial challenge this year. Our finance team, working with departments across our hospitals, 
have worked hard to make sure that each area is working efficiently and keeping on track with their budgets, as we know that good financial management is the only way in 
which we can deliver the best value for money for our patients and the tax payer, as well as identifying opportunities to finance better care. 

As a result, we can announce that we have ended the year with a Financial Performance deficit of £13.4 million, which is £4.4 million smaller than the deficit of £17.8 million 
that was agreed with our regulator at the start of the financial year. 

Some of our buildings have been re-valued by independent valuers and, because of the poor nature of our estate, were assessed to be worth a significant amount less than 
when they were last re-valued. As you would expect, this needs to be recorded in our annual accounts and the drop in value is reflected in the total year end figure, but 
importantly, does not take cash out of our hospitals or affect our day-to-day finances. You can read the full breakdown of our finances in the Annual Report 2017-18, which 
will be available on our website following our Annual Public Meeting. 


Working together with our health and social care partners 


This year, 2018-19, is shaping up to be even busier as we welcome new colleagues working with us in an integrated way to deliver care not just in hospital but importantly 
close to home. Epsom Health Care and Sutton Healthcare at Home services will continue to grow and flourish and we are working with our GP and community partners to 
deliver new models to deliver new models of community services in Surrey Downs from October 2018. The aim of all of this work is to keep local people healthier, provide the 
healthcare they need quickly as close to their home as possible. We will be reporting on this work throughout the year and hearing from local people about how they want to 
see local services develop for them in the future.
